Response to Arguments 

Applicant's amendment and arguments, filed on 6/19/09, with respect to Claims 
34-43 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of Claims 34-43 
have been withdrawn. Claims 34-44 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 34-44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, teaches a method for dispensing a fluid 
containing substantially uniformly distributed particles entrained therein, comprising the 
steps of: 

Regarding Claims 34, 35 and 36, using a first prime mover and dispensing the 
fluid when the container is not rotating using a second prime mover to manipulate the 
member to displace the fluid, as claimed. 

Regarding Claim 44, using a first prime mover whose frequency modulation and 
phase characteristics are matched to a rate at which the container is rotated, to reduce 
a pulsatility induced in the fluid, as claimed.
